More than 324 Paaadana Unified 
School DIatrict taachara ara being trained 
to teach “Statrting Early,” an Innovative 
alcohol awareneaa and traffic aafety cur¬ 
riculum for atudenta In kindergarten 
through sixth grade (K • 6). Offered by 
the Automobile Club of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, the programa focua on alcohol 
beverage uae from a child's perspective. 

Both the district’s PTA Council and 
the community-wide Health Education 
Committee have approved the program’s 
use In the school district. Pat Lachelt, 
district nurse. Is coordinating the project. 

One-day training aesalona are being 
held at Madison, Hamilton, Willard, Long¬ 
fellow, Webster, Jefferson, Don Benito 
and Waahington Fundamental elementary 
achoola. Auto Club aafety conaultanta 
will conduct the workshops. 

Hugh Singer, manager of the Auto 
Club’s Pasadena office, said thia la the 
largest teacher training effort In one 
school district In Southern California 
alnca the new program was Introduced 
last year. 

“There’s no such thing as starting 
too early when It cornea to teaching 
children about alcohol awareneaa,” 
Singer said. “Forty-five percent of the 
fifth and sixth graders In one national 
survey considered themselves to be 
alcohol users. Eight percent said they 
drank at least once a week.” 

The Starting Early program Is de¬ 
signed to provide k - 6 students with 
“a comprehensive Introduction to the 
problems of alcohol and traffic safety 
before they need to make personal deci¬ 
sions on the risks and rewards of alcohol 
consumption,” he continued. 

Objectives listed In some of the 
teachers’ guides are shown below. After 
completing the lessons, pupils In the fol¬ 
lowing grade levels should be able to 
Identify: 

e Kindergarten — commonly used 
beverages as alchollc or nonalcoholic. 

e Third Grade — the Influence of 
alcohol on risk - taking behavior, relation¬ 
ships between traffic accidents end 
alcohol consumption; and the Influence 
of alcohol on coordination. 

e Sixth Grade — Signs of alcohol 
abuse; ways alcohol abuse or overuse 
might affect an Individual’s ability to carry 
out personal, family and community re¬ 
sponsibilities; alcoholism as a treatable 
condition; community resources available 
to help with drinking problems; the effects 
of drinking on driving and pedestrian 
skills; reasons young people have a 
special drinking and driving problem; and 
ways to deal with potentially hazardous 
drinking and driving situations.

Medical 

Deduction Rules 
Changed for 1983 
Returns 

Taxpayers planning, to deduct medi¬ 
cal expenses on their 1983 federal income 
tax returns need to be aware of changes 
in the tax law, according to the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

An important change is the elimina¬ 
tion of the separate deduction for half 
of medical insurance premiums (up to 
$150). Taxpayers who itemize medical 
deductions for 1983 will simply add medi¬ 
cal insurance premiums to other de¬ 
ductible medical expenses. 

Also new for 1983, the presious three 
percent limitation has been changed to 
a five percent limit. This means that tax¬ 
payers may only deduct that portion of 
medical expenses that exceed five per¬ 
cent of adjusted gross income. 

For more information on medical 
deductions, refer to Publication 502, 
medical and Dental Expenses, available 
by using the handy order blank in your 
tax package.
